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PREFACE. 



The present Manual is intended as an intro- 
duction to Swinton's Graihmar School Geogra- 
phy. 

The Elementary Geography was designed to 
embody the most advanced views on geographical 
teaching. Hence, as regards the science of geog- 
raphy, the inductive method of development was 
adopted, and the usual meager descriptive text 
was supplemented by illustrative reading lessons. 
The wide acceptance of the Elementary is the best 
evidence that it meets the wishes of a large body 
of progressive teachers. There are teachers, how- 
ever, — and especially those in district schools, — 
who from lack of time are unable to carry out all 
its requirements ; and there are teachers who pre- 
fer to pursue their own method of oral instruction, 
placing in the hands of the pupil a brief book of 
t^xts. For both classes of teachers a condensed 
manual, somewhat on the old type, constructed 
with a view to class recitation and quick results, 
seemed to be demanded. The Primary Geogra- 
phy is made to meet this demand. 

Though in general outline the present text-book 
is constructed on what may be called the old 
plan, yet it has various special features, — features 



which it is hoped will give the Primary both 
freshness and utility. 

1. In Part I. — consisting of definitions, gen- 
eral principles, etc. — an effort has been made to 
dispense with a large amount of difficult matter 
which ordinarily finds place in this part of primary 
geographies. It seemed to the author that for 
young pupils all that was here needed was such a 
body of definitions, etc., as would enable them to 
read a map, relegating the mysteries of mathe- 
matical and physical geography to a more ad- 
vanced period of study. It is hoped that this 
pruning will render the youth's initiation into 
geography less formidable than it has been. 

2. Part II. is a new departure. It consists of a 
general preliminary view of the five grand divisions 
of land, in their larger terrestrial relations and 
physical features. It is believed that this will be 
found a great help in lodging in the pupiVs mind, 
at the outset, a correct notion of the world as a 
whole. As an important auxiliary to this end, a 
special set of maps of novel design has been con- 
structed. These consist, in the case of each grand 
division, first, of a globular map with the grand 
division projected in front, so that the position 
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and relations of each continental mass as part of 
the round globe are constantly present to the pupil's 
mind ; and, secondly, of a physical map on which 
only the most important physical features are 
given. It cannot be doubted that the clear and 
comprehensive view which the pupil will thereby 
acquire of the earth as a whole will be the best 
preparation for an intelligent study of special 
countries. 

3. In the descriptive text it will be noted that 
the lessons are brief and condensed, being freed 
from irrelevant matter and restricted to the few 
important facts which ought to be fixed in the 
memory. It may be observed that teachers who 
desire to add color and vivacity to the description 
of countries will find an ample storehouse of ma- 
terial in the author's Elementary Geography. 

4. The attention of teachers is called to the 
map questions. It will be noted that under the 
questions on the grand divisions an indication of 
the answeiP is given by the use of the initial and 
final letters. This is a restoration of a custom of 
the older geographies which has fallen into disuse, 
but which is believed to be a necessary aid to the 



younger children, giving them a key to the answer 
which excites their search and rewards their faith- 
fulness. 

5. Part IV. consists of a valuable body of mat- 
ter under the title of " Comparative Geography and 
General Eeview," — a title which sufficiently ex- 
presses the nature of this section. To teachers 
training classes for examination it is believed that 
this part will be found veiy serviceable. Indeed,, 
the author deems it not too bold to say that a pupil 
who thoroughly masters Part II. and Part IV. will 
have about all the geography he needs. 

It is scarcely necessary to call attention to the 
maps and illustrations : both are of marked excel- 
lence and beauty. The maps were designed by 
Mr. Jacob Wells. The drawings are from the 
pencils of the foremost American artists, — among 
them Messrs. Moran, White, Eytinge, Beard, Gib- 
son, and Waud. The engraving has been done 
under the supervision of Mr. J. Karst.

I. Races of Men.
